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FOUR MUSEUM EXHIBITIONS AND MANY EVENTS CELEBRATE FESTIVAL OF INDIA 


The arts of India have enchanted those lucky enough to visit the vast subcontinent. 
Now, as part of a year-long Festival of India throughout the United States, The Cleveland 
Museum of Art brings some of India’s finest arts to its galleries and performance halls. 
Four exhibitions celebrating the art and culture of India open at the Museum during the 
fall of 1985. 


Kushan Sculpture: Images from Early India. November 13, 1985-January 5, 1986 

One hundred and thirty sculptures from the formative period in the history of Indian 
art, the Kushan Dynasty (lst-3rd/5th centuries), the time of the first appearance of 
the Buddha image in art. Over one-quarter of the works come from the Cleveland collection, 
one of the best in this country. The exhibition presents sculptures from Gandhara and 
Mathura, the major centers during the Kushan period, and is a pioneering effort to 
trace their influence on each other and on all subsequent Indian sculpture. 

’’Twain Shall Meet”. October 30, 1985-January i2, 1986 


Works of art that show the mutual influence between East and West, especially along the 
fabled ’’Silk Routes” that linked the great empires of China and Rome. Most are from 
Cleveland’s permanent collection. 

Sacred India. November 5, 1985-January 12, 1986 

An educational exhibition that presents and explains the imagery of the three major 
religious traditions of early India: Hinduism, Buddhism, and Jainism. 

Needles, Dye-Pots, and Looms: Textile Traditions in India. September 10, 1985- 

Spring 1986 


Textiles from the Museum collection, ranging from precious early fragments to 19th-century 
costumes .
